| am very excited to share with you that we are moving forward with our proposal to transform
education in Rhode Island through innovative uses of technology.

As you may know, we have applied for a grant is to “revise and create state policy and practice
to provide support to our districts...in implementing virtual-learning experiences” and “to
support the redesign of a school that uses technology as the catalyst for transformation.” The
school receiving this support would serve as a “proof point” site for public education across
Rhode Island.

Our hope is to open up a competitive-bid process for proposals from LEAs interested in revising
and creating policy at the local level to support digital learning and innovative practices. The
LEAs that apply would propose a school site at which they will create a “technology-rich learning
environment...that fundamentally rethinks and restructures school, the school day, and teaching
and learning” through such initiatives as digital curriculum, gaming, 1:1 computing, virtual-
learning environments, expanded learning opportunities, and flexible scheduling. This school
would be a pilot program that will help us launch a statewide initiative.

As we await final word on our grant application, we are planning to request proposals early in
2012. On February 11, we will hold a statewide conference for all LEAs on virtual learning —
please hold this date and plan to join us at this important event.

3. Districts reminded to apply for reimbursements for nonpublic-school textbooks by
December 9 — Action Item

Please see this notice from our Office of Multiple Pathways:

This notice is to remind you that, under the procedures for reimbursements for
textbooks provided to students in nonpublic schools, districts will be reimbursed for
only English-language arts and history or social studies books for grades K - 12 appearing
on the approved 2011 Textbook List. To receive reimbursements, you must comply with
all requests from nonpublic-school students (RIGL 16-23-1 to 16-23-8). For RIDE to
process your reimbursement, you must complete the verification form signed by you or
your designee. You also must provide “evidence of cost” (RIGL 16-23-3-1). Evidence of
cost is presumed to be clear documentation of district purchases of new books for
nonpublic-school students. Please also provide a summary page that demonstrates how

the number of textbooks and the total cost on the verification form were calculated (see
sample attached to the verification form).

The verification form must be submitted by Friday, December 9. You must return the
information to RIDE by mail or fax.

6. Testing window for eighth-grade 21* Century Skills Assessment to open on Monday

We are excited to be implementing the updated 21* Century Skills Assessment this
school year to assess the technology literacy of our eighth-grade students. This updated
version of the assessment replaces the TechlLiteracy Assessment that we have used for
the past three years and will provide a deeper insight into your students’ grasp of critical
21*-century skills. You will learn more about your students’ creativity, innovation,
information fluency, critical thinking, decision-making, and digital citizenship.

More than 50 educators attended the proctor training on Tuesday (November 29) for
administering the new 21* Century Skills Assessment and are familiar with the changes
in the assessment. The two testing windows have been adjusted, based on feedback
from the field. The first window will open on Monday (December 5) and will close on
December 23, allowing for flexibility in scheduling. The second window has also been
extended and will be open April 30 through May 18, 2012. Those unable to attend the
training session can register for a webinar to help guide them through preparing for and
administering the assessment, at:
